“ACT OF EVIL” 


in church attack in Texas’ deadliest mass shooting

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS» A 
man dressed in black tactical- 
style gear and armed with an as- 
sault rifle opened fire inside a 
church in a small South Texas 
community Sunday, killing 26 
people and wounding at least 16 
others in what the governor called 
the deadliest mass shooting in the 
state’s history. The dead ranged 
in age from 5 to 72 years old. 

Authorities didn’t identify the 
attacker during a news confer- 
ence Sunday night, but two other 
officials — one a USS. official and 
one in law enforcement — identi- 
fied him as Devin Kelley. They 
spoke to The Associated Press on 
the condition of anonymity be- 
cause they weren’t authorized to 
discuss the investigation. 

The U.S. official said Kelley 
lived in a San Antonio suburb and 
didn’t appear to be linked to orga- 
nized terrorist groups. Investiga- 
tors were looking at social media 
posts Kelley made in the days be- 
fore Sunday’s attack, including 
one that appeared to show an AR- 
15 semiautomatic weapon. 

Kelley lived at a mobile home 
park in Colorado Springs as re- 
cently as November 2014, accord- 
ing to state voter records. 

He registered as an unaffiliated 
voter, but he never cast a ballot in 
Colorado. He did not have a crim- 
inal record here, according to a 
Colorado Bureau of Investigation 
background check. 

In a brief statement, the Penta- 
gon confirmed he had served in 
the Air Force “at one point.” Air 
Force spokeswoman Ann Ste- 
fanek said records show that Kel- 
ley served in Logistics Readiness

Commerce leader Ross 
has connection to Russia

NEW yoRK» Newly leaked 
documents show that Com- 
merce Secretary Wilbur Ross, 
the Trump administration’s 
point man on trade and manu- 
facturing policy, has a stake in 
a company that does business 
with a gas producer partly 
owned by the son-in-law of 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin. 

According to records ob- 
tained by the International 
Consortium of Investigative 


Journalists (ICIJ), Ross is an in- 
vestor in Navigator Holdings, a 
shipping giant that counts Rus- 
sian gas and petrochemical 
producer Sibur among its ma- 
jor customers. Putin’s son-in- 
law, Kirill Shamalov, once 
owned more than 20 percent of 
the company but now holds a 

much smaller stake. 
Commerce Department 
spokesman James Rockas said 
Ross “never met” Shamalov 
and has generally supported 
the Trump administration’s 
sanctions against Russia, ac-
